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MIKE WALKER INTERVIEW 


Mike Walker needs no introduction to 
the reader of these pages. The father of 
button rifling, the Remington 700 series 
of bolt actions, the 40X project, the .222 
Remington, the 6x47, and acouple score 
other innovations, Mike Walker kept 
Remington interested in turning out ac- 
curate rifles for a score of years, when 
other manufacturers did not know what 
a minute of angle was, and couldn't have 
cared less, in any event. A benchrest 
career that goes back to 1948, and 
several national titles established the 
gentleman as more than an arm chair 
theorist. PRECISION SHOOTING is 
pleased to be able to share the following 
interview with its readers. 

P.S.: Mike, what do you think of 
today’s benchrest cartridges? 

M.H.W.: If someone would only makea 
big rifle primer that would work satis- 
factorily, we wouldn't have to go to the 
PPC. We could use the .30 Remington 
case, and 35 years later, the Wasp would 
be once again the king of the hill. | don’t 
pretend to be a primer expert. My sus- 
picion of current problems in the world 
of ultra-accuracy with large rifle primers 
is that we are getting too much fire — itis 
creating its own pressure without 
powder, and thus non-uniformity. 
Although Sam Wilson tells me that the 
new Remington primers do work better. 
For many, many years, Remington 
primers were the benchrest shooters 
favorite. Then they changed the method 
of manufacture, and they lost the 
benchrest shooters. Once, | had them 
put some extra material in some 7'/, 
primers for me. | shot that special order 
primers quite a bit, but have to honestly 
admit that | couldn’t see any difference 
in results than the standard 71/, primer. 
The origin of the Remington 71/, is sort of 
interesting. When we found that the 61/, 
primer was just too thin for the .222 Mag., 
| screamed, others screamed, and we 
were all ignored. Then some general 
down south gota face full of gas one day, 
let out ascream, and next thing we knew, 
management was in our shop on the 
dead run, asking what we were doing 
over this “thin primer problem.” 

P.S.: In the 1970 era, | can recall that 
the 6x47, while the most accurate sporter 
round of its day, was an erratic, unpre- 
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by

dictable little cuss. What do you have to 
say about this ballistic child of yours. 

M.H.W.: Yes, it’s fickle all right. It’s 
really too long for its diameter. Ignition is 
marginal, same for the .22 Mag. It’s 
difficult to make a case that long in that 
caliber. We always had brass uniformity 
problems with these two cases. 

I’ve done some thinking lately about 
how to help the 6x47 case. You’re familiar 
with the .284 Winchester principal, a 
fatter body than the rim. I’m wondering if 
| can’t do the same to the .222 Mag. case, 
perhaps using a plunger. This might be 
fairly easy, and | find myself thinking 
more and more about tackling this 
project. 

P.S.: What do you think of my harping 
on the fact that we need a heavier bullet 
for wind-bucking? 

M.H.W.: | think you're in the right 
church, but the wrong pew. We have, at 
this point in time, temporarily run out of 
ideas on rifles. When we started the glue- 
ins on the actions, we then got the gun 
staying the same from shot to shot. We 
do, however, change the bullet for every 
shot. I’m thoroughly convinced that if we 
gave more attention to a longer, more 
ballistically efficient bullet, it would pay 
big dividends. | started work on a 6mm 
bullet before | retired. When you fire a 
relatively long bullet, it upsets into the 
lands and grooves to an extent, and as 
such, causes some metal-fouling. We 
could either coat the bullet, or use a 
different material. In bygone days, 
Winchester had their old Lubaloy bullets, 
with one percent tin in the jacket metal, 
and made claims about it reducing metal- 
fouling. Tin became expensive, and they 
stopped. If | were doing work on bullets 
at a basic level, | would go back to this as 
a starting point. 

P.S.: What did you learn about bullet 
making in those days when Remington 
was making their own bullets? All reports 
were darn favorable on them. 

M.H.W.: One fellow made 60,000 
bullets a month on our machines. One 
lady did the inspection and packing, 
part-time. In the beginning, Jim Stekl 
tested every lot. The more we learned, 
the less this became necessary. As long 
as we could produce the jackets to our 
specs, and | believe that we made the 


best jackets ever made, we had abso- 
lutely no difficulty meeting accuracy 
requirements. That’s probably the big 
lesson learned, right there. You almost 
have to have a double action press to 
make the cup for jackets. If you have the 
cup, you can make the jackets from there 
with a single action press. Remington 
made 100,000 jackets a month. We hada 
$70,000 investment here, which figure 
does not include the cost of the carbide 
dies. 

P.S.: This is pretty “off the wall” as 
ideas go, but what are the chances that 
some fellow could set out to make better 
jackets than are available today? 

M.H.W.: Well, he sure would have some 
problems to face, but it’s not impossible. 
If you were willing to limit your 
production, you could get set up to use 
muscle power, the way that we make 
bullets. Then, you would need the know 
how, and a sturdy enough press that 
would not deflect during the various 
stages, and | don’t know any hand press- 
es that meet that requirement. He has to 
make his own; maybe one could be found 
in aused machinery shop that could doit. 
Certainly it would have to be an “O” 
press, not a “C” press. The jacket 
material for .22 caliber and .24 caliber is 
not that thick. The old RCBS “A” press 


comes close to what we need, but not 
(continued on page 4) 
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close enough. The material from which 
you make the jackets is not that thick; the 
disc is a half-inch or so in diameter. 
You’re going to have to use carbide dies 
and steel punches, of course. Getting the 
material could be a major hurdle. You 
would want one inch strip, rather than the 
eight or ten inch wide material that the 
bullet shops buy. Why? Because you’re 
going to make discs, cups, jackets, and 
finally bullets using just one set of dies 
for each step. When you have four, six, or 
eight sets of dies making jackets, and all 
pouring their output into a common box, 
you will never compete with one die turn- 
ing out all jackets into one box. That 
same comment ditto for bullet making. 
To go further, you’ve got to have enough 
clout that if the material doesn’t meet 
specs, they take it back. Remington had 
specs on grain size and thickness that 
were tougher than ordinary. We 
purchased our material from Anaconda, 
of Buffalo, several other suppliers were 
unable to meet our specs, which were 


95% copper and 5% gilding metal as a 
basis, if | recall correctly. If a number of 
people started doing this, one central 
source — a wholesaler — might be able 
to have the needed clout wth the foundry. 
| think one could get set up to do the 
whole thing, including the carbide dies, 
for under $5,000. What would justify the 
project and the investment? The ability to 
produce the finest jackets ever made. 
I’ve been drawing my own jackets for a 
while now. I’ve made .22 out of .24, and 
I’m going to draw .30 to .24. | use an 
RCBS model B press. It’s not terribly 
hard. You make a die, out of drill rod, that 
has a recess in it that is the diameter of 
the jacket that you are starting with, 
which in turn tapers to the size that you 
want to go to. Then you have a punch 
that just barely fits inside the finished 
(revised) jacket. This supports the jacket 
during the process. Heat-treat with a 
Benzomatic torch to red hot; quench in 
water, polish off the oxide in one spot. 
Now heat the whole piece until the 
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polished spot becomes straw-colored. 
Then you merely have to polish the whole 
thing; crocus cloth will do. 

P.S.: Mike, describe the heavy varmint 
rifle that you fired at Johnstown last 
month. 

M.H.W.: Nothing exotic, I’m afraid. It 
was a 40X action, fiberglass stock glue in, 
in .222. The Wasp makes a bit too much 
fuss for me. In the old days, the Wasp was 
fired in 15-18 pound guns. | find that | get 
too much uproar from the Wasp in ten 
and a half pound versions. But | was 
experimenting this summer with a Wasp 
barrel on it. | had a bunch of cases for the 
Wasp with small primer pockets, But the 
101% pound gun gave me too much fuss 
to be able to make any valid judgement 
on how the cartridge shot. I'll put it ona 
heavier gun and try it. | experimented 
with a 6mm Wasp, and now I'm playing 
with a full length .25 Remington case, 
necked to 6mm. 

P.S.: Still staying with the 40X actions? 

M.H.W.: Well, the 40XBR is preferable 
to the other Remington actions, because 
more care was used in its manufacture; 
hence it is of a higher quality level. If you 
are not sleeving, by all means, take the 
BR. With today’s school of thought — the 
glue in — you grobably gain little or 
nothing by sleeving. 

P.S.: What about today’s cartridges 
and bullets? : 

M.H.W.: Well, if | had to design a 6mm 
from scratch tomorrow, | think I’d lean 
toward the .25 Remington case with 
small primers, using not more than 27 
grains of powder. The PPC may be just a 
trifle on the large size. When the velocity 
is moved up to the range where we get 
the best accuracy, 3400-3500 f.p.s., they 
tend to metal foul. 

| don’t see any new larger caliber 
because of the recoil and noise factor. 
The .30 caliber users in the varmint 
classes are just handicapping them- 
selves. | see the logical area to pursue as 
being BETTER BULLETS FOR WIND 
BUCKING. I hope someone will do work 
on jacket material, which is not easy to 
do. Tin or other materials that will alloy 
with copper. I’m not sure what the saving 
grace was in cupronickel; it used to be 
used quite a lot, even in match bullets. 
The old Palma ammo made by 
Remington was cupronickel, as | recall. 

P.S.: How about the powders on this 
fouling business? 

M.H.W.: Ball powders foul more than 
the others, a powder on the slow side for 
the size of the case will also foul more, 
such as 4895 in the .222 case. You will 
recall that the classic load for the deuce 
in its hey day was 21 grains of 4198. That 
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load was a stinker using a powder 
measure. You had to use a powder 
measure with a long drop tube, and slow 
working of the measure. That way you 
had an ability to check the level of the 
powder in the case. The only other way 
was to weigh the powder charges at 
home, and put them into vials. | tried that 
twice; it didn’t work any better than the 
first mentioned method, so | stopped it. 

P.S.: You seem pretty much caught up 
in this barrel-fouting subject. 

M.H.W.: Well, | am very certain of one 
thing: when you go over 3400 f.p.s., 
you're going to have metal fouling. | have 
often seen Clyde Hart get a barrel back 
that had been shot quite a bit, and whose 
accuracy was now falling off. He would 
check it with his air gauges, and find that 
just ahead of the chamber, powder 
fouling had built up two or three ten- 
thousandths. Maybe Allie Euber, with his 
usage of J-B Bore Cleaner is a bit ahead 
of us. 

P.S.: That’s quite a statement from an 
arch-conservative. Allie Euber’s usage of 
J-B has long been regarded as sort of 
radical by many shooters. 

M.H.W.: When | was working on this 
long bullet project, which YOUR printer 
murdered in the September issue, David, 
| was having a lot of fouling problems. 
Finally, | went to J-B, and found that it did 
a lot to keep fouling down; | thought it 
worked fine. When you use it, it keeps the 
barrels very smooth, the patches come 
out super smoothly. After you use J-B, 
you must clean the barrel very well with 
Hoppes. | am using J-B more these days. 
Allie tells me that he is getting about 3000 
rounds out of a barrel. That’s all | got 
myself; he was using J-B, | was not, and 
since we were getting the same barrel 
life, obviously, J-B was not hurting his 
barrels. A lot (but not all) of these stories 
of 5000 and 6000 rounds barrel life come 
about when the owner guesses the 
number of shots fired. | keep a separate 
notebook for each barrel | own, and 
record every shot fired through it. | think 
that you are going to see a wider usage of 
J-B as benchrest shooters realize more 
and more that we cannot control the 
fouling that is common today with 
cleaning methods that were common up 
to this era. In the past | was opposed to 
the use of J-B. | think ! might have been 
wrong; if | madea mistake, and it is estab- 
lished to me that | was wrong, Ill admit it. 

P.S.: You were the head of the 
Remington Custom Shop for many 
years, which was all to the benefit of the 
sport. What sort of staffing did you have 
in the shop? 

M.H.W.: We had three assemblers and 
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shooters, three on machines, two in the 
wood shop, and one supervisor. We 
made all the high grade model 700’s 
there, all the XP-100 barrels, the 40X 
barrels, all the various model 40X’s, the 
.375 and .458 model 700’s, and the 
pressure barrels for the industry (on 
which we are now back-ordered a year or 
more). Stocks were not made in the 
custom shop, just fit there. Conventional 
bedding was used, the lamp-black and 
scrape-in technique. 

A lot of guns have problems in the 
recoil lug area, and when that happens, 
they just plain won't shoot. On testing a 
40-X, if it did not meet our accuracy 
standards, they were re-bedded, which 
almost invariably solved the problem. 

P.S.: In a several hour interview with 
Mike, | picked up several “one-liners” of 
interest, and in no particular order, I'll 
quote them here. 

M.H.W.: I’m afraid | can’t tell you who 
was the first to glue in an action, in the 
current style. | have the recollection of 
seeing some glued in actions at Council 
Cup in far earlier days. Right after Jim 
Stekl received some publicity on his ex- 
periments with barrel glue-ins, a half- 
dozen people tried action glue-ins about 
the same time. 

Barrel glue ins worked best with a 
scope mounted on both sides of the glue. 
It didn’t work that well with receiver 
mounted scopes. | used a Redfield #3200 
myself. 

Sam Wilson’s article on predicting how 
bullets will group can be duplicated with 
jacket wall variation very dramatically. 

Remington 40X barrels were and are 
lapped. Boring the hole smooth and uni- 
form, is the secret of getting a barrel that 
will not foul excessively. 

The Remington 20 power scopes with 
external target mounts should be of in- 
terest to Remington collectors, since 
there were less than 500 of them made. 
I've converted four of them to internal 
adjustment, and that was no easy job, but 
| did it. Of course, today, 30 and 36 power 
scopes are the thing; 20 power is sort of 
obsolete for benchrest shooting. 

On glue-ins, be sure to roughen the 
bottom of the action, with file, emery 
cloth, or something similar, otherwise it 
isn’t going to stick together. Apply 
cleaning solvent on the steel, and then 
apply the epoxy immediately. After you 
clean them with solvent, they will oxidize 
again. The freezer method of detaching a 
glued in action doesn’t work if you 
roughen them, clean them, and epoxy 
them immediately. Glue in with epoxy 
glue — no fillers — bisonite and others 
are fine for the bedding beforehand. Use 


epoxy for the actual glue-in. | favor a 
glass-bedding beforehand, but clean the 
glass before the glue goes on. That way 
the receiver is not strained in any way. 
Otherwise, if not bedded, there might be 
stresses on it, and the receiver will spend 
its life in that rifle trying to get back to 
normal, like a rubber band. 

The 40X action was “born” when 
Remington was doing work for The Ad- 
vanced Army Marksmanship Unit at Fort 
Benning. Their first request was for some 
721 long actions, short bolts, solid 
bottom, welded on lug, and a barrel 
thread a mile long. This was not too suc- 
cessful, which did not surprise us. Action 
variants? Well, we made up a few model 
722’s without magazine opening, and 
with a minimal loading port. We made 
maybe a half dozen solid bottom 722 
actions. We made some 40X’s with a 
minimal loading port for Fort Benning, 
maybe 20 in all, but they ended up using 

the standard 40X action.

was really worthwhile, not only from the 
business standpoint, but primarily for 
the comradeship and historical value.

Golden, Colorado, September 17-19, 
lead bullet shooting from both benchrest 
and offhand, in the grand old Schuetzen 
tradition. 

Although with relatively short notice, 
the Adolph Coors Company sstill 
managed to put together a full scale 
Schuetzen match, with a $5,000 plus 
purse, and over seventy competitors 
assembled for the shoot, executive, who 
also served as Schuetzenmiester for the 
match. Mr. William Coors was present 
for the awards ceremony on Sunday 
evening, and his apparent satisfaction 
with the turnout and with the event at 
large is hoped to augur well for the pos- 
sibility of Coors putting on more 
Schuetzen matches. Many industrial in- 
terests have come to sponsor sporting 
events in recent years, and it would be 
wonderful if Coors, who sponsored 
Schuetzen rifle matches at the turn of the 
century were to return to the practice. 
Certainly they were admirable hosts, 
and virtually all of us left the event al- 
ready thinking about....and hoping for 
....another one in 1983. 

It isn’t exactly “just down the road a 
piece,” to get a Golden, Colorado from 
our shop in Indiana, but determination 
and a radar detector can sometimes be 
of considerable help in “speeding the 


King’s messengers.” On our arrival, on 
Friday evening, Ken Hall, one of the fine 
lead bullet benchrest shooters from 
western New York State, introduced me 
to August and James Westergaard, son 
and grandson of Chris T. Westergaard, 
the renowned off hand shooter from 
lowa in the closing days of the Schuetzen 
shooting. They were shooting his Pop- 
barreled Ballard, in .32-40 caliber. Some 
40 years had gone by since that rifle was 
last shot in competition. ...by August, in 
the 100 shot Central Sharpshooters 
Match. It gave me, and many others who 
were there, a funny feeling to see that 
rifle return to the firing line, where it had 
such a proud place in an earlier scheme 
of things! Jim placed with it in one of the 
three matches that he entered. 

Those wishing to know more about 
this fine old-time shooter and his rifle are 
directed to the classic work, THE 
BREECHLOADING SINGLE SHOT 
MATCH RIFLE, by Ned Roberts and Ken 
Waters. This Jersey City era Pope barrel 
#456 is dated March 1, 1915 and was used 
by Chris Westergaard later that year in 
matches. In beautiful condition still, it is 
perfectly capable of winning matches 
today. 

Most of the groups fired at Golden, 
Colorado, in this shoot would have sent 
benchrest shooters in the direction of 
their gunsmith on the dead run. However, 
| poked my nose into an awful lot of 
barrels and actions while | was there 
(that’s what a reporter is supposed to do, 
no?), and | respectfully submit that the 
human factor got in the way of some very 
good potential scores at Golden. Many of 
the rifles on the line seemed capable of 
winning, to my tired old eyes. We have 
another handicap that we have to shoot 
with....the ASSRA rules relative to 
“allowed projectile” require the use of 
plain based lead bullets, no jackets or gas 
checks, which sort of limits us to about 
1500 f.p.s. This low speed projectile 
really complicates matters by approxi- 
mately TRIPLING “bullet time of flight in 
barrel” time, causing gun control and 
follow through to be much more critical. 
Adding to this is flight time, increasing 
wind drift by a phenominal degree in 
comparison with a .22 caliber, 52 grain 
bullet at 3400 f.p.s. 

Dave Stahl, who is often thought of by 
fellow competitors as “the human bench- 
rest,” confirmed once again that this title 
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is aptly bestowed, and emerged as the 
winner of the most prestigious 
Schuetzen match of many years. The rifle 
which he used in acquiring the first place 
trophy was a Ballard, barreled by the late 
Axel Peterson of Denver, many years 
ago. Probably the major factor in the 
Stahl win however was the tremendous 
storehouse of knowledge and experi- 
ence that Mr. Stahl so casually carries 
about with him. 

Chuck Brockway, a descendant of the 
famed rifle maker Norman S. Brockway, 
of Bellows Falls, Vermont took second 
place in the aggregate. He used a Win- 
chester Hi-Wall with a Darr barrel, cham- 
bered for the .32-40, as was Dave Stahl’s 
rifle. 

Third place went to Buzz Rodewalt, 
with all his points earned in the last two 
events. A faulty radiator kept him in 
Chicago an unexpected day. He arrived 
at the range Saturday in time to fire a 
couple of foulers before the “one shot 
closest to center” match. Sunday morn- 
ing he did well enough in the 30 shot 
championship match to overcome miss- 
ing the first event. 

Mark Penrod and myself met Buzz for 
the first time on Saturday, the 4th of 
September, at Beeson’s Range, during 
the Labor Day ASSRA match. His enthu- 
siasm for Schuetzen shooting, and his 
desire to use benchrest loading and 
rifle-assembling techniques that would 
make a better system for shooting lead 
bullets, made it easy for Mark and | to 
exercise a bit of management preroga- 
tive and get a barrel blank finished up 
and chambered for a .30-25 wildcat.... 
ina hurry. At 8:00 a.m. on September the 
11th, Buzz arrived at our shop, ready to 
try the new system out. Saturday was 
spent loading and experimenting with 
loading....case forming and neck- 
turning techniques to allow a “step 
neck,” whereby the ogive was lightly en- 
graved evenly by the lands, without de- 
forming the base of the bullet. Sunday 
it was out to Beeson’s Range, and the 
remainder of the week was spent casting

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.30-30 and .30-25 cases, with a selection of 
.30 caliber bullets. 


bullets and load-testing, while pre- 
paring for the trip to Golden. Even 
though we are satisfied that the system 
will produce suitable accuracy for off- 
hand competition, much more work will 
have to be done to find out if it will be 
capable of competing with the breech- 
seating system when benchrest accuracy 
is wanted. The concept of using fixed 
ammunition, although not new, may well 
be enhanced with knowledge of turned 
necks, bullet fit and design, all this cou- 
pled with bore and groove dimensions

Not All Primers Are Created Equal

Lt. Col. Rick Hornbeck 


Critical study of the components that 
go into our reloaded rounds has been 
limited in some areas. In recent months 
there has been growing interest among 
some accuracy seekers in finding and, 
whenever possible, removing errors 
within the cartridge case thanks to the 
work done by Creighton Audette in past 
years and the development of a case 
checker that offers valid information 
with a fair degree of rapid operation. My 
good friend Erik Miller out California 
way picked up on Audette’s writings and 
has, in his usual manner, carried out 
extensive studies and test which prove 
out again the findings of Creighton 
Audette. (See Precision Shooting, De- 
cember 1981). Erik has sent me test 
results as they have developed which 
has forced me to take a much harder 
look at my brass. 

To be sure, the bullet used in our 
ammo has been improved no small 
degree over the years, for it was 
recognized from the outset of benchrest 
activities that the bullet was a major 
limitation. The only limitation we now 
have in this area is the degree of error in 
the virgin bullet jacket and the ability to 
acquire acceptable jackets in the 
calibers above 6MM. 

At this point must be added a warning; 
Do not start taking primers apart! It will 
be hazardous to your body in general 
and your eyes in particular! Before 
undertaking this project alot of 
homework was done and _ safety 
measures developed. The fact that a 
primer has been soaked in oil for 
sometime does not remove the hazard. 
Read the warning on the box which the 
primer came in and all the loading 
manuals. Then forget any thought of 
breaking primers down into their 
component parts. 

We've known for some time that notall 
primers of different makes give the same 
results and often a different lot of the 
same make will show different results 
which can be in the form of poor or lower 
levels of accuracy. Mike Walker has 
pointed this out any number of times in 
his column in these pages. For example, 
the .222 Mag. case does not always give 
desireable results with some lots of 
primer because of the long and relatively 
narrow case body. The writer has 
experienced this a number of times while 
using the .222 Mag. case reformed to the 


Ralph Stolle 22/45 which | have used for 
something over twenty years. When 
everything is right, this case will shoot 
like a bandit and if any difficulty 
develops, it is usually traced to the 
primer in use. Therefore, when a lot of 
primers are found to give tip 
performance, a goodly amount is 
accumulated and properly stored for 
further use. 

As we press on, some photos will be 
referred to and in each case the primers 
or component part are arranged, left to 
right, Remington 7% BR, Federal 205M, 
CCl BR-4’s and Winchester 6%. These 
photos are rather clear in print but may 
not show up quite so clearly when 
reproduced. It would have been even 
better, | think, if we could have had some 
examples and data for the RWS primer. 
Back in 1962 Bruce Hodgdon made a 
sample of this primer available to Larry 
Engelbrecht and myself and asked for 


our opinion as to it’s performance. At 
that time Larry and | were using the .222 
Remington and the Stolle 22/45. We 
found it to be a dandy primer for these 
cases and with Hodgdon Ball C-1, which 
is no longer available. | used it, as did 
Larry, up thru 1966, and had some when | 
returned to the northeast. When that was 
gone, | found! could not obtain any RWS 
in this area. 

In photo #1, we have our four different 
primers. We can see the different levels 
of anvil legs above the cups which is of 
no great importance. We can also detect 
some slight tipping of the anvil in some 
cases and which, if that tipping is 
excessive, can cause some changes in 
the primer mixture physically before the 
primer is fired. We can also see some 
other physical differences. For example, 
the Winchester cup is shorter than the 
CCl, again of no major importance. But 
the important item, I think, is the fact that 
among these four primers, the 
Remington and Federal have slightly 
tipped anvils while the CCl and 
Winchester do not. 

Photos #2 and #3 are our anvils from 
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the side and bottom. We note here that 
the Remington has a rather pointed anvil 
and two legs, while the other three have 
various raduses. It might be therefore 
more important to have the firing pin hit 
the Remington primer dead center than 
the others. But in every case, a worn 
primer pin hole in the front of the bolt has 
no place in a bench rest rifle. In #3 we 
can see, for one thing, the area between 
the legs of the Winchester anvil on the 
right is far greater than the others and 
therefore offers less restriction to the 
heat of the primer passing onto the flash 
hole in the case. Might this be a factor in 
hard to light up cases such as the .22 
Remington Mag. or Sako PPC case with 
it’s smaller flash hole? 

We also can see the slightly different 
bearing areas at the bottom of the primer 
leg which will make contact in the 
bottom of the primer pocket after 
seating, which may or may not be of 
some importance. 

Photos #4 and #5 are two of our 
primers broken down into their com- 
ponent parts with the exception of the 
primer mixture which is still in the 
bottom of the cup. #4 is the Remington 
7%BR with it’s rather heavy foil offering 
maximum protection from contamina- 
tion and which is consumed long before 
the primer mixture is burnt out. Photo #5 
is the CCI BR-4 primer with it’s neat and 
uniform anvil. In this photo in the 
original print the indent into the primer 
mixture by the anvil can also be seen. 

These photos will help us see the 
physical differences in modern primer 
and their basic designs. In photos of the 
past of these components, often taken 
back in the 1930’s, we can see vast 
improvements so far as neatness and 
uniform design is concerned. It would 
seem that since these component parts 
are turned out by automatic machines, 
every one should be the same time after 
time. The next test made was to prove or 
disprove that point. 

Cups and anvils from ten or more 
primers were checked for cup height and 
anvil height uniformity. Care was taken 
to not deform the parts of the primer 
during removal of the anvils. We found at 
once that some anvils are held tighter in 
the cup than others. The days of giving 
much attention to the possibility of 
missing anvils have long past, 
something that was required before 
seating years ago. By the way, a friend of 
mine in the late 40’s decided to put a 
missing anvil back into the cup and 
messed up a hand for some months 
when the primer went off. 
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The following total errors were found 
in those primers sampled:

We see that in this sampling, the CCl 
primer comes out smelling like arose. So 
perhaps CCl’s advertising when they 
first came forth with this primer as being 
“selective” is indeed factual. Winchester 
comes in in good shape. 

Discounting the difference in primer 
mixture burning characteristics which 
will not be included here, we see that 
there is indeed differences in the 
physical aspects of primer even primer 
to primer in the same box. Further, there 
are some other errors to consider. Case 


pocket depth error, to say nothing of the 
error we introduce when we seat the 
primer. Looking at typical errors we find: 


Case pocket depth errors .002" 
Cup thickness errors .001” 
Anvil height errors, up to .007" 
Seating depth errors, typical .007” 


which indicates up to something like 
.013” total error. | ask you in what part of 
a rifle that is critical to accuracy or part 
of reloading component we will accept 
this level of total error? And does this not 


also indicate that if we check our primer 
seating depth and find that each is the 
same that we do not have really uniform 
primer seating? It would seem that the 
most desireable situation would be to 
have the distance between the inside of 
the primer cup and the top of the anvil 
the same in each seated primer. At this 
point in time, there is no way of assuring 
that. We have no control except some 
minor level of selectivity. 

Two additional tests were carried out. | 
have written in these pages a number of 
times the limitations of the priming 
methods used in conventional reloading

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presses because of the high leverage 
advantage during priming operation, 
resulting in crushing. Some primers 
were seated with some level of crushing, 
the heads turned off around the primers

deformed anvil legs and the primer 
mixture pulled away from the sides of the 
inside of the cup. After this examination 
it is surprising there are not more 
misfires and hangfires. The second test 
was seating selected primers of different 
makes which had tipped anvils and then 
seating with a hand primer with normal 
seating pressure. The case heads were 
again turned off around the primer and 
upon inspection under magnification 
there were indications that the mixture 


was moved about to one side as the anvil 
was straightened up during seating. The 
question remains as to what such 
changes in mixture location will do to 
uniform light up and burning, and 
therefore accuracy. 

We have the capability of making all 
primer pockets the same depth, so that 
error can be eliminated. Beyond that, we 
can only inspect our primers before 
seating with some level of magnification 
if we consider it that important. For

IN SEARCH OF: THE ADVANTAGE 


Lester Bruno 


It all started during the 1977-1978 sea- 
son, shooting the 30 cal. in registered 
competition. Like everyone else, in more 
ways than one, | didn’t beat it—it beat 
me. It was a 101/, Ib. light varmint, 308 
cal., which shot very well but it was very 
punishing. It takes a special kind of gun 
buff to control the continuous recoil a 30 
cal. has to offer. 

We had discussed the possibility of a 
30 cal. on the .284 case. Yes, in theory it 
all sounds fantastic. Put a 110 to 120 
grain on top of a slow burning powder 
(attaining 3100-3250 feet per second) 
you will increase your ballistic co- 
efficient, and again with a lot of 
experimentation and wishful thinking 
you might make the gun competitive. 
When you achieve all those goals you 
must still have to overcome the problem 
of recoil. | feel that recoil should be the 
prime consideration in making a new 
benchrest rifle accurate. 

| am truly tired of hearing the 30 cal. 
shooters ramble on of how he lost a shot 
high, low, he couldn't get rid of his ver- 
tical problems, the rifle has a bad barrel, 
etc. etc. It is not the answer. It’s the hard 
to control shot after shot, group after 
group. These people are only kidding 
themselves. The gun might perform well 
today and maybe next week, but believe 
me that gun is going to recoil a winning 
aggregate away. It only takes one shot to 
put you out of contention. Today’s 
aggregates are won with small groups. 
Smaller than the 30 cal. has ever been 
able to accomplish under any condi- 
tions, in any hands. If you check the stat 


sheets, you will find the 22 cal. and the 
6mm bench rifles winning everything in 
sight. 

Getting down to our main concern for 
the article, it is supposed to reflect my 
thoughts on an advantageous cartridge. 
If we are going to improve the PPC case, 
it is going to be with a lengthened BR (if 
they ever cure brass problems) or a 
lengthened PPC case with maximum 
capacity of about 34 grains of H-322, for 
example, and a bullet of 80-100 grains in 
25 or 7mm. You have to keep in mind vel- 
ocities not to exceed 3450-3500 to 
minimize fouling, increase accuracy and 
barrel life. 

Truthfully, | think we have come very 
close to perfection with the PPC. Gary 
and | cronographed a 251/," Hart 6ppc 
with 63 grain bullets at 3500-3600 feet 
per second. It shot extraordinary for the 
powder charge, the case capacity and 
the bullet weight. | also have a 6ppc 
barrel with 5 to 6 thousand rounds that 
shot a .1980 agg. L.V. Supershoot 100 
yds. and | came back with a 213 at 200 
yds. and also the grand. 

My thoughts on the future are, of 
course, never to stop experimenting and 
to work on our individual shooting 
styles, that’s a place where we can all use 
the improvement, doping wind condi- 
tions, holding styles, and most of all 
working on our P.M.A. (positive mental 
attitudes). As | see it, we will never equal 
our rifles performance. They have come 
too close to perfection and we are 2 
decades behind.

About the .30’s ability to buck the 
wind, well, I’ve never done any fine test- 
ing of a30 compared to 22 or 6mm. | will 
give you my opinion of what | have ex- 
perienced with the 30’s | have tried.

We both agreed 
that it would shoot better at 200 than 100 
yards. These tests were with rail guns, 
not considering any human factor for 
recoil or delivery. | personally never 
thought that a 30 could out-shoot a good 
wind man, with a 222.

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example, we can detect tipped anvils, 
differences in the amount of primer 
mixture and even lévels of contamina- 
tion if present. Do | make such 
inspections? Nope. What I'd really go for 
is a method of priming that will seat each 
primer with the same distance between 
the inside of the cup and the anvil top 
and the anvil legs seated in the bottom of 
the pocket. Okey Fred Sinclair, go to 
work on that one!! 

One of our major limitations, for my 
money, are the case, primer and powder 
we have little or no control over except 
by selectivity and results on the target. 
Hopefully, the foregoing will get some 
people thinking about how to improve 
our selectivity, with perhaps some 
attention to methods of eliminating 
errors within our reloading components. 
Primers might be a good place to start.

1. Accept or reject changes made at 
the 1981 Annual Meeting and used over 
the past year. 

2. Change Section V B Registration 
Fee page 14 of our rule book to reflect 
the action taken by the executive board 
in May 1982 agreeing with NBRSA to 
reciprocally honor each others member- 
ship cards at registered matches. 

3. Adopt the “Cruiser Class” (under 
20 Ibs.) as a new class and give trophies 
for either 2 gun combination of LV-HV 
or HV-HB. 

4. Require host clubs to furnish large 
sight-in target boards for warm-up 
matches and replace targets as needed. 
This is for shooters who have had scope 
problems or for some other reason 
cannot get on target. 

5. Following actions taken at this 
annual meeting a committee will revise 
the IBS rule book bringing it up to date 
with the changes made since the last 
printing. Upon completion of this task 
1000 copies are to be printed and made 
available to members at the usual cost. 

6. Change Item |, Section 3, Article K 
(time limits) to read “For the first match 
of the day or the first match after a 
change of distance, 12 minutes shall be 
allowed for a 10 shot match and 10 
minutes for a 5 shot match. For all other 
matches 9 minutes shall be allowed for 
10 shots and 7 minutes for 5 shots. Not 
less than 20 minutes shall be allowed 
between the end of one relay of one 
event and the start of the same relay of 
the next event.” 

7. Change Heavy Bench class time 
limit from 12 to 10 minutes and Varmint 
class time limit from 7 to 5 minutes for 
all registered matches. 

8. Eliminate all warm-up matches. 

9. At all registered matches except 
those in Hunter Class, substitute a 3 
minute sight in period for the warm-up 
match. This time period may be extend- 
ed up to, but not exceeding 10 minutes 
before the start of the record matches. 
10. Eliminate that part of the rule under 
Part |, Section |, Item B, article 13 which 
reads in part “or to the other; and each 
shall be movable independently of the 
other.” as this rule applies to the Heavy 
Benchrest Rifle. Allow Benchrest Rifle 
stands (rests) to be attached or inde- 
pendent. 

11. As cross firing on another target is 
just as much of an errorasa shot outside

the target border the penalty should be 
the same. 
12. Change Part |, Section Il, article M 
to eliminate paragraph one and replace 
it with the following: Required number 
of shots — any target having less than 
the required number of shots, or having 
any shot (other than the first sighting 
shot) outside of (and not touching) the 
border line on the record target will be 
penalized one minute of angle for each 
shot missing or for each shot outside 
the border line. A shot above the top line 
of the sighter target will be a record shot 
unless it is the first shot: However, the 
competitor must report it to the range 
master before firing continues. Refer to 
NBRSA rule 14(c). 
13. Add a rule to require pre-registra- 
tion of competitors for championship 
events to allow for better planning on 
the part of the host range. The pre-re- 
gistration should be 30 days in advance 
of the event and be fully refundable if 
the competitor cannot attend. A man- 
datory late fee will be assessed for 
walk-ins. 
14. Hold the Heavy Bench champion- 
ship separate from the Varmint champ- 
ionship (except for the 200/300 yard 
event). Allow the Heavy Bench cham- 
pionship to be fired at either yardage 
or meter distances using all the same 
trophies and awards. 
15. Allow the Varmint/Sporter champ- 
ionships to be fired at either yardage or 
meter distances using all the same tro- 
phies and awards. 
16. Change Part I, Section |, Sub group 
B, Paragraph 13 (Rests) article (d) to 
read: “Sand bag shall be a bag without 
additions (including tape, rubber bands, 
etc.) containing a dry, finely divided 
non-metallic substance such as, but not 
limited to, sand, gravel or grain, without 
additive. The bag with sand is to be at 
least 14 inch thick over its entire surface. 
The bag must be without additives, other 
than described above, and must be able 
to be deflected at least 1/, inch with finger 
pressure at any point. The portion which 
contacts the rifle shall contact the entire 
width of the surface under the for end. 
The rear sandbag shall be a bag, or 
combination of bags, containing sand 
or other finely divided non-metallic 
substances. The bag must be able to be 
deflected horizontally at least 1, inch 
with finger pressure at any point. Ad- 


ditions to the read bag are disallowed. 
These would include boards, cleats, 
rubber, tape, etc.) 

17. Consider a change in Sporter to 
limit weight to 914 pounds with no other 
changes. This class of rifle is to be added 
to the course of fire at our champion- 
ships and would be included in a 4 gun 
aggregate or award. 

18. World record certificates are to be 
awarded to all competitors breaking a 
record for group and/or aggregate 
regardless of a smaller record being 
fired in the same match or tournament. 
Certificates are also to be awarded 
retroactively, but the burden of proof 
for eligibility will be on the applicant. 
19. One hundred and two hundred yard 
events shall not be fired on the same day 
for the same gun. 

20. Move the IBS Annual Meeting from 
its usual January date to the time of the 
International Varmint Championship 
matches.

Marcy Lyons tries to credit his victory 
in the 1982 NBRSA Hunter Champion- 
ships to luck. No way. For the past 
season Lyons, a Crowley, LA, attorney, 
has been one of the top competitors in 
the NBRSA, both in the Hunter Class and 
in Sporter/Varmint. In the past year he 
has held, at one time or another, each of 
the three NBRSA Hunter records. In the 
Sporter/Varmint NBRSA Nationals in 
July, he won the 100-yard Sporter 
Championship and was second in the 
Sporter Grand. On top of that, he was 6th 
in the Three-Gun. In the 1981 NBRSA 
Sporter/Varmint Championships he 
won the 100-yard Sporter Champion- 
ship, was second in the Sporter Grand, 
second at 10 yards in both the Light 
Varmint and Heavy Varmint Champion- 
ships and third in the Three-Gun. 

He won the 100-yard Championship 
and was second at 200 and second inthe 
Grand in the 1980 Hunter Champion- 
ships. The only year he hasn’t been 
outstanding was in the 1981 Hunter 
Championships, finishing out of the 
money but although he doesn’t mention 
it, or use it as an excuse, he had 
equipment problems during the 
Nationals. 

The 1982 NBRSA Hunter National was 
hosted by the Benchrest Rifle Club of St. 
Louis on September 11 and 12 and drew 
49 competitors. Conditions were, for the 
most part, good with winds getting up to 
20 miles an hour on a few occasions. 

100 YARDS 

Lyons started it off, winning the 100 
with groups of 5003X, 50-2X, 50-3X, 50- 
4X, 50-2X for a 250-14X. Second place 
went to Virgil King, Houston, TX, with a 
249-23X and Guy Chism, Florissant, MO, 
with a 249-10. Clark Green, Florissant, 
MO, was fourth with 249-10 and Mike 
Guillot, Lake Charles, LA, with 248-13X. 

200 YARDS 

Don Feltman, Kenai, Alaska, won the 

200-yard Championship with a 246-13X.

Second place went to Russell Fung, 
Lafayette, LA, with 244-14X and third to 
Richard LeBlanc, Breaux Bridge, LA, 
with 244-12X. Fourth place went to W.J.

Howard Dietz questioned awards for 
the Hunter Class and was advised that 
the same awards are given that are given 
for other classes. 

Howard Dietz requested that 
stationary backers be mandatory at all 
Regional and State Matches. After 
discussion, it was decided to leave this 
matter up to the individual clubs. 

George Kelbly suggested that if 
Nationals stay 3 classes of Varmint, that 
Light Varmint be required to be 22 
caliber. Matter was tabled after 
discussion. 

George Kelbly made a motion to 
eliminate Eastern Region Deputy 
Directors. Howard Dietz seconded the 
motion and it passed unanimously. 
Director may appoint associate 
directors as needed as is being done in 
other regions. By-Laws to be changed 
accordingly. 

The three minute period before a 
match was discussed. George Kelbly 
made a motion that if any shots are fired 
in the three minute period, above the top 
line of the sighter target, target and 
backer shall be marked or replaced. 
Howard Dietz seconded the motion and 
the motion passed unanimously. 

George Kelbly made a motion to 
increase annual membership dues for 
members and clubs to $20.00 per year 
from the present $15.00 per year. After 
considerable discussion, Howard Dietz 
seconded the motion and motion 
carried. This is the first dues increase 
since January 1979. This increase will 
become effective January 1, 1983. 

Gene Harwood made a motion to 
increase Life Membership to $200.00 
effective January 1, 1983, George Kelbly 
seconded and motion passed with Ed 
Watson abstaining. 

Phil Sauer made a motion to increase 
allowable fees at registered matches to 
$15.00 + $5.00; $15.00 for the first match 
each day and $5.00 for an additional gun 
or yardage that same day. Don Creach 
seconded and after discussion a vote 
primarily in the Southeast and 
Northwest, that it should be considered 
as a Regional Match and not a National 
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Match. Motion was seconded by Gene 
Harwood but failed to pass. 

Ed Watson questioned the “write-in” 
space on the Director election ballots. 
He did not believe it should be there. 
Since NBRSA is incorporated under the 
laws of New York, and all elections are to 
provide for write-in votes, it will not be 
eliminated from the ballot. 

Ed also questioned dates shown on 
ballots. After discussion it was agreed 
that all ballots would carry the same 
dates and will be mailed out by the first of 
June and must be returned postmarked 
no later than July 1st. 

The Corporate Seal will no longer 
appear on the ballot but some form of 
official identification must replace the 
seal to verify that the ballots received are 
the ones actually mailed out to the 
membership and not reproductions. 

Phil Sauer presented, for the Boards’ 
consideration, a plan which might help 
to encourage development of calibers 
other than the current big three. The 
plan consists of a slidings scale of 
handicapping 25, 6.5 & 7mm by allowing 
a deduction of 25 thousandths for the 
first year, 20 thousandths the second 
year and so on until there was no 
handicap at all. The schedule of 
handicaps here is intended as an 
example. In practice, the size of the 
handicap and the rate of equalization 
could be whatever the board or the 
membership wanted to try. 

Phil also presented a suggestion that 
the Board consider implementing a plan 
to develop sponsorship of our principle 
matches as a means of augmenting 
shooter participation in our sport. Tom 
asked Phil to research these two 
subjects further and submit his findings 
to his Director to be presented at the 
next Board meeting. 

The Board of Directors was advised 
that Sonny Malsby, Chairman of the 
Measuring Committee, would be 
resigning. Tom is to talk with Francis 
Broussard to see if he is interested in 
taking over this chairmanship. 

Tom Metzger advised that Precision 
Shooting will be increasing the 


subscription rate from $8.50 per year to 
$9.50 per year effective September 1, 
1982. Phil Sauer made a motion to 
authorize this increase, George Kelbly 
seconded and motion carried. 
Members not receiving their 
magazines was discussed, and will be 
brought up at the general membership 
meeting. This problem is improving and 
will be corrected as soon as possible. 
The secretary asked that all changes of 
addresses be submitted to the National 
Office as well as to the magazine. 
George Kelbly made a motion for 
NBRSA to purchase a computer with 
balance of Paul Gottschall & Clyde 
Yockey funds being used to help 
purchase it, and set a limit of $10,000. 
Phil Sauer seconded. After a lengthy 
discussion a vote was taken. Three were 
for the computer and three were 
opposed. Don Creach and Lee Euber 
abstained. Tom Metzger cast the tie 
breaking vote and the motion to 
purchase a computer was passed..A 
committee was formed to research the 
purchase to determine the type of 
computer to be purchased. Phil Sauer 
will act as chairman of the committee 
and communicate with Tom Metzger for 
final approval. Other members of the 
committee are George Kelbly, Ron 
Wyman, and Ed Phillips. After all 
suggestions and recommendations are 
received from each committee member.

| use a dial indicator on the carriage or 
actually it is set up on the lathe bed to 
read zero when the lathe tool is in con- 
tact with the breech end of the barrel. 
Compound set at 29.5 degrees. If, for 
instance, tennon length is .825 inch, 
then that is what the indicator should 
read for length of cut. The indicator is 
also used in threading. Threads can be 
cut right up to the shoulder, and the

same point for each cut. When thread 
depth is nearly complete, try the receiver 
after each cut. When proper fit is ach- 
ieved, the action (receiver) can be 
turned on by hand without binding or 
just slight feel, you are now ready to cut 
the cone. First rough out the chamber. 
Set the compound at 24 degrees (24° is 
recommended by Allan Hall), and again 
set indicator at zero as before, with tool 
against breech. Also record compound 
setting and crossfeed setting. 

Each time a cut is taken, it must be 
started with cross feed and compound 
On zero, and the cut advanced with the 
carriage. The indicator will show depth 
of cut. 

When bolt is nearly ready to close, go 
slow. On a 16 T.P.I. action, one turn is 
.0625 inch. If a quarter turn is required 
to close the bolt, then a cut of .0156 is 
required. Better take .010 and try again 
and so on until you have a .003 to .005 
clearance. 

If the action is “glued in” then a

Use the minimum gauge 
in the chamber. When the bolt face is 
in contact with the gauge and will clear 
the cone by .003”-.005”, the job is done. 
Go slow on the last few cuts using the 
dial indicator to gauge the depth of 
each cut. 

this is the most simple way of cutting 
the cone. I’ve used both methods. You 
“pays your money and takes your 
choice”. 

Headspace is determined by “go” and 
“no go” gauges, and chamber is cut 
after the above work (fitting) is com- 
pleted. 

| like a “feel” fit on a “go” gauge. 

I’m sure that there are other methods 
of doing this, but this is my way of 
doing things, and has proven successful 
for me.
